Prospects for Soviet-American 
understanding on the U.S. peace 
initiative were enhanced yester- 
Cay as the Soviet Embassy in 
Amman confirmed that Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
plans to conduct an unprece- 
dented tour of the Middle East. 

In Washington, well-placed 
sources said last night that Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz 
would apparently retum to the 
Middle East for a third round of 
shuttle diplomacy at the begin- 
ning of May. 

Shevardnadze is expected to visit 
Syria, Jordan and possibly Egypt on 
his tour, during which he may pre- 
sent Soviet modifications of the 
Shultz plan to get the Middle East 
negotiating process under way.

The 
secretary wants to be in a position, 
the officials said, to show the Israeli 
public - especially in advance of the 
elections hete - that there is indeed 
an Arab pastner for peace talks and 
ἃ genuine opportunity for a 
breakthrough. 

The independent Jordanian daily 
l-Dustour quoted the Soviet am- 
bassador in Amman, Alexander 
Zinchuk, as saying Shevardnadze 
would bring no specific new Middle 
East peace plan with him. 

Sources in Jerusalem said that the 
main purpose of the visit is to pro- 
ject the Soviets’ “superpower im- 
age,” which the Kremlin wants to be 
on a par with that of the U.S. 

The sources said that Soviet lead- 
er Mikhail Gorbachev's public call 
last week to Yasser Arafat to recog- 
nize Israel is seen as a more favoura- 
ble signal to Jordan than to Israel.

Solution seen to Kuwaiti hijack drama 


ALGIERS -- Algiers Radio report- 
ed at midnight that negotiators had 
made progress in talks with the hi- 
jackers of the Kuwaiti airliner yes- 
terday and a peaceful solution to the 
nine-day crisis could be imminent. 

In a report from Algiers Airport, 
where the Kuwait Airways Boeing 
747 with some 32 people still held 
hostage on board had stood all day 
under the North African sun, the 
state radio said the drama could be 
over within hours.

Treasury seeks ten per cent 
cap on MKs’, officials wages.

The Treasury has asked the Knes- 
set House and Finance Committees 
to withhold their approval for a 
wage hike of over 10 per ceat for 
ministers, Knesset members, judges 
and top civil servants. 

In a letter sent yesterday by Act- 
ing Finance Minister Gideon Patt, 
the chairmen of the committees, 
MKs Micha Reiser and Avraham 
Shapira, were asked to delay the 
decision until a joint committee ex- 
amines the issue. Patt is filling in for 
Finance Minister Moshe Nissim, 
who is on a two-week visit to Eu- 

According to existing arrange- 
ments, the wages of top officials and 
judges are linked to the average 
wage in the economy, and adjusted

Last October, after a 23 per cent 
rise was granted, the Treasury said it 
would try to get the system changed, 
adding that it was not congruent 
with a climate of price and wage 
stability.

Israeli boy 
writes to

New public opinion poll reveals 


Israel (yawn!) does not 
matter to most Americans

LOS ANGELES - Most American 
non-Jews don’t know who Yitzhak 
Shamir or Shimon Peres is, and their 
Jewish compatriots hold a higher 
opinion of Secretary of State 
George Shultz than of either of the 
Israeli leaders. 

While the media have been play- 
ing up the “Israeli unrest” for 
months, only 3% of the non-Jews 
and one-third of the Jews consider it 
the story they have “been paying the 
most attention to lately.” 

These and other provocative find- 
ings are reported in a poll conducted 
by the Los Angeles Times, in which 
1,018 representative American Jews 
and 1,110 non-Jews were inter- 
viewed. The telephone survey was 
conducted between March 26 and 
April 7, excluding Saturdays and the 
first two days of Pessah. 

Jews strongly supported the 
American proposal for an intemma- 
tional peace conference and fa- 
voured increased autonomy for Pal- 
estinians. On the other hand, they 
overwhelmingly (85%) backed 
strong U.S. support for Israel while 
opposing ol a pee negotia- 
tions with the P| 


When asked, “Do you feel that 
there is an element of racism in- 
volved in the attitudes of Israelis 
toward Arabs?" 41% of the Jews 
and 65% of the non-Jews said yes. 

The perception of the American 
press among Jews varies with reli- 
gious affiliation. Media coverage of 
the “Palestinian resistance” was 
damned as “distorted” by 80% of 


‘the Orthodox, 62% of the Conser- 


yatives, 53% of the Reform, and 
42% of non-affiliated Jews. 

Four out of five Jews polled said 
that being Jewish was very impor- 
tant in their lives, but they had trou- 
bie defining what that Jewishness 
meant. A “commitment to social 
equality" was cited by 50% as the 
prime marker of Jewish identity, 
17% opted for religious observance, 
and another 17% emphasized sup- 
port for Israel. 

Digging further, the pollsters 
found that only one out of four Jews 
attends Sabbath services at least 
once a month, while two-thirds said 
they participated in high holy day 
services.

last year, and nearly two-thirds had 
no Jewish affiliation outside the 
Synagogue.

One question showed that anti- 
Semitism is alive, if not virulent, in 
the U.S. Respondents were given 
brief descriptions of two hypotheti- 
cal presidential candidates, Mr. A 
and Mr. B., and asked to choose 
one. Mr. A won the election. But

that Mr. A was Jewish, his support 
dropped by 31 points. 

When Jews were polled on their 
views of Israeli political leaders, 
57% said they had a favourable im- 
pression of Peres and 49% liked 
Shamir. However, Secretary Shultz

70% of the Jewish vote. 

Summarizing the findings of the 
poll, Times reporter Robert Sheer 
wrote: “All this suggests that both 
American Jews and non-Jews are in 
the grips of a profound dismay over 
the recent months of violence in the 
occupied territories. This feeling 
has, in turn, produced views that are 
far more nuanced by a sense of con- 
tradiction and complexity than most 
analysts have ‘thought. 

“Moreover,

Confronting the future

It was in 1944 that Yeshayahu

His most 
recent film, The Third Generation, 
which will be shown tonight on Isra- 
el Television, brings together Ger- 
man youths whose grandparents 
were active Nazis, with their Israeli

LOS ANGELES - Menahem Golan 
and Yoram Globus have lost control 
of Cannon Group to a major Euro- 
pean investor, although they will re- 
main in charge of the company's 
film activities through a new subsid- 
iary called Canton Entertainment. 

The new man at the helm of Can- 
non Group is Giancarlo Parretti, ἃ 
European businessman with a vati- 
ety of interests, who has been pump- 
ing money into the debt-ridden com- 
pany since last summer. As part of 
an agreement disclosed this week, 
Parretti will control a majority of 
Cannon Group's board of directors 
and will move its headquarters from 
Los Angeles to New York. 

The restructuring of the film com- 
pany and the ouster of Golan from 
the top job were first reported by 
The Jerusalem Post on April 1. 

There are some monetary conso- 
lations for the Israeli cousins under 
the new agreement, with each re- 
ceiving a $750,000 annual salary uo- 
der a contract running until January 
1, 1996, plus a,percentage of pre-tax 
profits of the film-related activities. 

Golan is to serve as chairman and 
head of creative affairs for Cannon 
Entertainment, and Globus as presi- 
dent and chief executive. Should 
their services be terminated without

A decision was taken by the board 
of directors at the aero-engine man- 
ufacturer Jast month to lay off these 
workers after the Pessah holiday. 
Management and workers at the 
plant are currently negotiating the 
terms for these dismissals, sourres

Liberman blames Shahal for delays in Paz sale

Australian investor Jack Liber- 
man, in recent talks with 
officials, has placed the blame for 
the delays in the sale of the govern- 
ment-owned Paz Oil Co. squarely 
on the shoulders of Energy Minister 
Moshe Shahal. 

Under the terms of the contract 
signed with the government in early 
February, Liberman was to have 
been handed over control of the 
company for $95 million April 4. 
But because it is still unclear wheth- 
er the government-imposed freeze 


on oil price inputs will remain in 
force, the takover date has been 
postponed indefinitely. One of the 
terms in the contract permits Liber- 
man to back out of the deal if the 
price freeze is not lifted, 

Although Liberman had agreed 
to go ahead with the even 
if Shahal’s energy market reforms 
are finally implemented, in his dis- 
cussions with the Treasury, the Aus- 
tralian investor severely criticized 
the deregulation programme, saying 
it would lead to the “nationalization 
of the oil industry.”

COMPARED with a great many police forces abroad, the 
Israel police is the very model of efficiency, honesty and 
propriety. It need not of course come as a surprise that 
thousands of Soviet policemen have recently been sacked for 
massive violations of “socialist legality." But we also learn that 
a tidal wave of corruption generated by the multi-billion-dollar 
illicit drug trade is now threatening to engulf the entire law 
enforcement system, including the police, in the U.S., citadel 


Nothing remotely as alarming as that has been reported 
about Israel's police, so far. This is encouraging, to be sure. 
But not nearly encouraging enough. Especially when the 
strange career of the withering, nearly nine-month old internal 
report by the Police Controller, Aluf (res.) Avraham Adan, is 


The police command did not at all like the report: and the 
Minister of Police, Haim Bar-Lev, who had appointed Mr. 
Adan to his post, does not seem to have cared for it very much 
either.

Two men identified as Kuwaitis 
were killed on Saturday and Mon- 
day and their bodies dumped on the 
tarmac. 

The released hostages — four Ku- 
waitis, five Egyptians and three Jor- 
danians -- disembarked looking ex- 
hausted after their eight-day ordeal. 
A Jordanian steward still wearing 
his blue uniform had to be helped 
down the stairs to a wheelchair. As 


they walked into the VIP lounge, 
relatives, some unable to hold back 
tears, rushed to greet and hug them. 

The most dramatic manifestation 
of the Kuwaiti resolve not to give in 
to the hijackers came in a statement 
by Ali. Ayoub, whose 20-year-old 
brother Khaled Ayoub Ismail 
Ayoub, a fire department employ- 
ee, was murdered by the hijackers 
on Monday at Larnaca Airport.

Relatively few incidents were re- 
ported in the West Bank yesterday, 
despite official concern about possi- 
ble unrest in the aftermath of the 
deportation of three Palestinians 
from the area. 

Troops staged an early morning 
raid on the village of Salfit, where 
Communist and Fatah activists nud 
set up a local governing committce 
and posted guards and patrols to 
warn of the arrival of settlers and 
the army. 

The local committee had orge- 
nized municipal services, inc'uding 
sanitation, as an alternative tc those 
provided by the Civil Administra- 


tion. 

An officer who commanded the 
raid said that though the activists 
had set up heated guardposts and 
had organized guard shifts, the 
troops surprised the guards in their 
positions and arrested them. Sol- 
diers posted on hills blocked virtual- 
ly all escape routes, he said.

THE HOLOCAUST and the re-es- 
tablishment of a sovereign Jewish 
state in the ancestral homeland after 
close to 1.900 years of exile and 
dispersion were undoubtedly the 
two most significant events in the 
history of the Jewish people during 
that period. 

As an ancient people, we Jews are 
more past-oriented than most, and 
our religious calendar is full of days 
marking various critical points in 
our long history. Since the Holo- 
caust and Israel's independence oc- 
curred in the lifetime of many of us, 
we find it natural and essential that 
those two events also be commemo- 
tated publicly. We have, however, 
been somewhat uncertain and un- 
comfortable as to the manner of that 
commemoration. 

The nature of Independence Day 
has changed over the years, but it is 
the less problematic of the two 
events. The vast majority of Israelis 
make use of that day to enjoy them- 
selves, each in his own way. My 
experience has been that most Israe- 
lis do associate their personal joy on 
that day with the broader, commu- 
naj joy of commemorating the strug- 
gle for and winning of our national 
independence. 

Heroes and Martyrs Remem- 
brance Day, which falls today, is 
more difficult to mark. The number 
of Holocaust survivors among us has 
naturally been dwindling, as has that 
of the direct kin of its victims. When 
the time comes that the survivors 


are n0 longer with us, the problem" 


of how to mark that day as a nation- 
al memory will become more acute, 


although it may be easier to address. . 


I believe that even now, one of 
the principles that should guide us in 
forging the contents of this solemn 
day should be that “more is often

IT'S NOT often that one gets the 
opportunity to address felicitations 
to someone still with us in spirit 
after precisely 400 years. Your 
birthday may not be exactly an occa- 
sion for “celebration,” but it is one 
of which we certainly should take 
note. 

We now know (if it was ever in 
doubt) that on one score you were 
perfectly correct: “Out of civil 
states, there is always war of every- 
one against everyone.” Putting it 
more bluntly, in our natural state, 
without pale and/or governmental 

ing over our shoulder, 
r beastly. 

Our century has been full of ex- 
amples which may not ae come.as 
any great surprise to you but none- 
theless shocked contemporary soci- 
ety, at least those parts of the world 
believing in the “advance of civiliza- 
tion.” ken heard of the 
Whites and in Russia, the Ibo 
and Hausa in Nigeria, or the Druse, 
Moslems, and Christian Phalange in 
Lebanon? If not, leave it be; the 
horrors of such anarchy would only 
disturb your peace. 

Speaking of horrors, though, I 
would like to point out a few things 
which you didn’t exactly take into 
account. In general, it can be said 
that your diagnosis of the human 
condition was excellent, but your 
prescription left something to be 
desired. 

To begin with, why did you as- 
sume that once a sovereign author- 
ity was decided upon, social peace 
and tranquility would automatically 


descend upon its subjects? Arguably press 


the two greatest social catastrophes 
of our century were government- 
induced. Six million Jews were

‘Jess. Those responsible for arrang- 
ing the commemoration of Holo- 
caust memorial days over the past 
decudes have customarily suc- 
cumbed to the feeling that they owe 
it to the memory of the six million 
victims and to the tens of thousands 
of survivors among us to fill up the 
day with as many “events” as possi- 
ble. I suggest that we look around us 
today to see how counter-produc- 
tive that quantitative and routine 
approach has become. 

‘The obvious fact that a large num- 
ber of Israelis, and especially our 
youngsters, are unwilling and possi- 
bly even incapable of assuming an 
artificial mien of mourning for 24 
hours, by fiat from above, does not 
necessarily mean that they are in- 
sensitive to the memory of the Holo- 
caust or to the lessons that we 
should draw from it. They are be- 
having like normal human beings 
can be expected to behave decades 
after a disaster. What we should be 
concentrating on is developing a 
small number of special rites and 
rituals to mark the day and to have a 
maximum emotional impact over a 
shorter period of time than the pre- 
sent 24-hour period. 

The intellectual lessons of the Ho- 
focaust must be taught’ throughout 
the year at various levels in the 
schools and certainly not on the des- 
ignated day alone. Heroes and Mar- 
tyrs Remembrance Day should be 
reserved for imparting emotional 
messages and for reaffirming our 
collective sense of solidarity. Possi- 
bly the day's rituals should be con- 
centrated in the evening, with a few 
minutes of silence at the sound of

slaughtered under the strong guid- 
ing hand of Hitler, while some 10 
million to 20 million Russians per- 
ished as a result of the socio-eco- 
nomic policies of (the no less secure) 
Stalin.

Why 
a covenant which afforded the citi-

T believe that it is also time to 
reconsider a suggestion made years 
ago -and most recently, if I recall 
correctly, by Menachem Begin ~ to 
join together the Holocaust memo- 
rial day and Remembrance Day for 
the Fallen of Israe!’s Wars. It was 
reasonable in the past that each of 
these events, which had its own dis- 
tinct heroes and protagonists, have 
its separate memorial day. But as 
time has worn on, I believe that the 
arguments for that separation have 
become weaker. 


IN THE CONTEXT of the longer 
historical perspective that we have 
today, I believe that one should cor- 
rectly perceive the Holocaust and 
the subsequent struggle for an inde- 
pendent Israel as separate stages in 
one ongoing process. Certainly 
those who rose up in revolt in the 
ghettos and death camps of Europe 
were as much fighters in the same 
war for the freedom of Israel as 
were those heroes who fell in the 
War of Independence and in Israel's 
subsequent wars to maintain that 
hard-won independence. It will cer- 
tainly not denigrate the honour we 
accord to either group of fighters 
and heroes if we honour them joint- 
ly. I would even think that the survi- 
vors of the ghetto and death camp 
tevolts should be the ones to take 
the initiative in seeking such a unifi- 
cation of the two memorial days. 
in trying to think anew about the 
best manner in which to collectively 
perpetuate the memory of the Holo- 
caust, it is essential that we resist the 
temptation to find ever-new gim- 
micks to fill up the day. I regard the 
latest such jape — the intemational

Almost all of our internal holo- 
causts (Hitler and Stalin were only 
the most notorious) were initiated 
by such all-powerful autocrats. Most 
of the worst international wars were 
started by such sovereigns as well 
(the current Iran-Iraq war is merely 
the culmination of numerous earlier 
examples). To be sure, those poli- 
ties based on ongoing popular will 
aren't exactly pure in these matters 
either — even America had its black 
slaves, Jewish quotas, and Japanese 
internment camps — but these were 
of a far lower order of magnitude as 
a general rule. 

Indeed, when it comes to various 
types of war, democracies in our 
century have a rather remarkable 
record. The number of civil wars to 
be found within them can be count- 
ed on one hand. The number of 
times in which such states have had 
Officially sanctioned massacres of 
their own population have been nil. 
And most astoundingly, you 
wouldn’t believe how many times 
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‘democratic countries have gone to

The very conjunction of the 
concepts “Holocaust™ and “quiz” 
is, to my mind. an affront to the 
memory of the six million. The 
show-biz quiz is bad enough; hold- 
ing the event in Warsaw, of all 
places, is all the more galling. 
The relationship between today’s 
Poland and the Jewish people. was 
perhaps best described in an inter- 
view in the recent issue of Newsweek 
by Marek Edeiman, one of the lead- 
‘ers of the Warsaw’ Ghetto revolt. 
who has remained in Poland ever 
since. Edelman said that Poland's 
apparent change in its attitiude to

THUS, I'm sorry to have to tell you, 
it's not-so much that history has 
passed you by, but rather that histo- 
ty (in this particular) has proved you 
wrong. A firm hand is necessary, 
but not sufficient. What is also re- 
quired is a countervailing or con- 
taining powerful force against that 
hand — precisely the divisibility of 
sovereignty which you refused to 
countenance. 


‘But take heart, for your social 


contract message is just as relevant 
and important today as it was in the 
17th century. And here both the 
autocracies and the democracies still 
need to take note, especially regard- 
ing populations under their control. 

Our newspaper headlines are full 
of examples: blacks in South Africa;
